Lyndon B. Johnson

One of the highlights of our senior year came on Friday, 
October 25, 1963, when Vice President and Mrs. Lyndon 
Baines Johnson briefly visited the campus. 

The visit looms even more important in our minds since 
exactly five weeks after we heard the Vice President urge us to 
make the most of “this exciting age,” the awesome burdens of 
the Presidency fell upon his shoulders after John Fitzgerald 
Kennedy was assassinated in Dallas, Texas. 

More than 1,000 persons turned out to greet Mr. Johnson 
and his party on campus that bright, warm, Autumn day. 
Arrangements for the successful visit were handled by the 
Student Forum. 

“Let us be thankful for our great heritage,’ Mr. Johnson 
said in his homey, warm manner of speech. He alluded to 
President Kennedy, saying that he was “a great leader,’ and 
praised his courage in seeking the limited nuclear test ban 
treaty with the Russians. 

Mr. Johnson was presented with an honorary membership 
in the Arnold Air Society and an engraved SMC stein. A 
recording by the college Glee Club was given to Lady Bird. 

As soon as he finished his brief remarks, Mr. Johnson was 
almost mobbed by Michaelmen wishing to shake the hand of 
the man who soon became the 36th President of the United 
States. 








John F. Kennedy 


(1917 - 1963) 





The most unforgettable event of our four years at St. Michael’s, and 
probably of our whole lives, was the unspeakable murder of President 
John Fitzgerald Kennedy on Friday, November 22, 1963. 

We will never forget the impact of the awful, unbelievable news on 
that Black Friday. 

The ensuing weekend “may well have been a pivotal experience for 
many students in their process of growth into adulthood,’ wrote Paul 
Simmons, editor of The Michaelman. 

President Kennedy was elected in our freshman year and we followed 
his all too brief Presidency with great interest. He was the first of our 
faith to be elected to that office and the youngest man to live at 1600 
Pennsylvania Avenue. 

The late Chief Executive was no stranger to St. Michael’s, having 
visited the campus in 1954. He was then the junior Senator from 
Massachusetts. Some of his words from an address entitled “Facing the 
Stern Encounter,” were: 

“Unless the United States bases its foreign policy upon a recognition 
of moral principles and the ideological struggle, we cannot hope to win 
the hearts and minds of those people of the world whose support is essential 
to our success. 

“In the long run, our cause will be strong if we adhere to those basic 
principles which have guided this nation since its inception.” 

His opening remarks that day seem to be particularly applicable in 
view of his tragic death: 

“The fundamental principles to which we rededicate ourselves today 
have meaning beyond the church and beyond this state and nation. They 
are the fundamental concepts of morality and truth...”

The Pre-Medical Society at St. Michael’s exists princi- 
pally so that aspiring doctors and surgeons can become 
more acquainted with the nature of the medical profession. 
Through the efforts of this organizaton, many Biology 
concentrators have had the opportunity to discover which 
field of medicine is most advisable for them to pursue. 


To this end, the society has accumulated a sizeable 
library of medical and dental school catalogues as well as 
other medical literature that is at the disposal of the mem- 
bets.

In December of 1963, George “Doc” 
Jacobs relinquished the S.M.C. coaching 
reins to Ed Markey ’51. ‘Doc’ came to 
Saint Michael’s in 1947 and assumed the 
positions of athletic director and head 
coach. Until 1954, he directed the foot- 
ball Knights, compiling a fine 22-8-2 rec- 
ord. 

In 1952, “Doc” began to mold a basket- 
ball powerhouse. These teams included 
three straight trips to the N.C.A.A. small 
college national championships in Evans- 
ville, Indiana. Eleven years at the helm 
produced an overall record of 158 victories 
as compared to 107 defeats. In addition to 
this the Purple Knights have captured the 
Vermont state title nine times in succes- 
sion. 

If the ’63-’64 season is any indication of 
what can be expected from Ed Markey’s 
ball clubs, then Saint Michael’s will be a 
small college basketball power ad infini- 
tum. When Ed took over, Knights were 
winless in three attempts and from this 
dismal beginning Markey managed to 
build a very respectable 16-9 record. 

Markey was previously the freshman 
coach and had several undefeated seasons.

Coach Doc Jacobs 
also had a crack bench built around veter- 
an backcourt operators Marty King and 
Billy Cummins along with transfer Jungle 
Jim Dooley. 

A week prior to the opener with the 
Rams of U.R.I., the Knights basketball 
hopes were dealt a severe blow when Mc- 
Donnell was forced to leave the ball club. 
The wiry senior, adept at either the front or 
back court, was counted on to provide the 
spark and the leadership on the club. 








With Dooley replacing McDonnell, a flu-ridden 
Knight team travelled to Kingston, R.I. to face the heavily 
favored Rams in the season opener. Despite second half 
heroics by Kryger who meshed 29 points for the contest, 
the talented Rams managed to cling to their early lead and 
prevail by a score of 76-73. 

The following night the Knights encountered tough 
Holy Cross in Worcester. A great shooting exhibition by 
Tarrant kept the hustling Knights in contention until the 
waning minutes of the game when the smooth Crusaders 
pulled away to a misleading 87-63 win. Tarrant’s game 
high of 29 points was a preview of the forthcoming season 
for the slender Junior. 

Down 0-2 for the season the Knights faced Adelphi in 
the home opener. Some clutch foul shooting in the closing 
minutes enabled the visitors to eke out a 68-63 victory 
over the disappointing Purple. Tarrant again was high 
scorer with 26 markers. 

At this point in the season the veteran Jacobs decided 
to turn over the coaching reigns to his assistant Ed Markey. 
This move was necessitated because Jacobs dual responsibi- 
lities of head coach and athletic director drew too heavily 
on his time. 

With Markey at the helm the Knights coasted to their 
initial victory of the campaign over hapless Middlebury 
98-52. Brian Quinn and Jim Dooley with 14 and 13 
points respectively led the well balanced attack. The 
game served as a warm-up for the Knights who then left 


for Fort Lejeune and the first of their two holiday tourna- 
ments. 
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Richie “The Robot” Tarrant was probably the most ex- 
citing basketball player St. Michael’s fans have ever seen, and 
future Knight stars will have to go along way to top his vast 
catalog of records. 

The Associated Press named the Dean’s List center on its 
All-New England Team, ECAC picked him All-East and 
United Press International placed him on the Little All- 
American Second Team. 

“The Robot” set six records: most points (699); most 
field goals (236); most foul throws (199); most free throws 
in one game (21 for 25); highest season average (29.2); 
highest overall average (23.8). 

It would be hard to pick Tarrant’s best game, but possibly 
the tough loss to the University of Massachusetts would 
qualify. In that encounter, the smooth, double-handed, flaw- 
less Tarrant garnered 39 points. 

Not only is Dick Tarrant sterling on the court, he is a 
true Christian gentleman on and off the campus. Truly, the 
Hilltop will never forget him.

The Knights were paired with a tall, talented 
Wilmington College in the opening game of the 
Lejune Tournament. Despite the fine shooting of 
Tarrant, who led the club with 31 points, the 
Purple succumbed 96-87. 


Playing in the losers bracket, the high scoring 
Knights defeated their next two opponents, Frederick 
College 85-82 and Mercer College 91-69 to garner 
consolation honors. Tarrant swished 51 points in 
the two games to again cop scoring honors. 


Advancing to the Loyola Tournament in Balti- 
more, the red-hot Knights defeated both the Uni- 
versity of Delaware (100-82) and host club Loyola 
(96-89) to annex the title. It marked the first 
tournament title for the Knights since they won 
the Down East Classic during the 1958-1959 sea- 
son. Tarrant amassed 72 points in the two games 
to walk off with MVP honors. He also teamed with 
Kryger in the all tournament selections. 


It was during this tournament that the Knights 
lost their second regular of the season. Vin Kaza- 
lonis, who had just started to hit his scoring stride, 
was forced to the side lines for the remainder of the 
season with a back injury. Kaz averaged better than 
14 ppg. and his all around ability left a void that 
was never quite filled. 


Stopping off at Springfield on the last leg of their 
holiday jaunt, the Knights encountered stiff opposi- 
tion from a scrappy A.I.C. ball club. However the 
Purple, behind Tarrant’s 34 points, finally subdued 
the determined Aces 77-71. 


State rival Norwich was next on the Knight’s 
agenda. In this game Tarrant tallied a career high of 
40 points to lead his mates to a 90-71 victory over the 
weak Cadet “5S”. 


Returning home after the extended road trip, the 
Knights encountered Yankee Conference powerhouse 
Massachusetts. One of the greatest ball games ever 
played in the Burlington area saw the Redmen pull 
out all stops to edge the fired-up Knights 92-90 in 
triple overtime. Tarrant was fantastic with his 39 
points although it was a great team effort on the part 
of the Knights. 


The Purple next traveled to the Granite State to 
play the UNH and St. Anselm’s. In an exciting ball 
game that went down to the wire, the Knights defeat- 
ed the Wildcats 84-82. Against St. Anselm’s, how- 
ever, they had a cold night and wound up on the short 
end of a 81-75 score. Tarrant again led the scorers 
with 25 and 35 points in the two contests. 


With their seasons record standing at 8-6, the 
Knights traveled to Syracuse to play LeMoyne. A 
closing rally fell short as the Purple lost another 
squeaker 75-71. Tarrant’s 30 points were again high 
in the game. 





Returning home, the Markeymen mauled Merrimack 
College 108-61. Tarrant’s 38 points were high in the con- 
test which featured an unusual second half freeze by Merri- 
mack in an unsuccessful effort to keep the score down. 


' The next ball game pitted the Knights against un- 
defeated Assumption. Coach Markey’s chargers wasted 
this game badly. However, Dame Fortune turned against 
the Knights as they just couldn’t get the breaks. Lost via 
the foul route were Tarrant, Kryger and King. Their sub- 
stitutes gave their best but it wasn’t enough as the Knights 
dropped number eight 76-70. 


The Purple, behind Tarrant’s 21 markers, came back 
with a strong 105-77 slaughter of Norwich. It was evi- 
dent, however, that the Knights had suffered a let-down 
when they lost to red-hot St. Lawrence 113-106 despite a 
pair of 24 point performances by Kryger and Tarrant. This 
loss virtually eliminated the Knights from a consideration 
for a post season berth. 


The Markeymen rolled over three weak opponents in 
preparation for the first UVM encounter. Middlebury 
(71-60), Stonehill (89-75), and Brandeis (96-66) fell 
before the Knights’ lance. Taylor with 23, against the 
Middlies, Tarrant with 33 against the Chiefs, and 25 
against the Judges topped the scorers. 
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Facing arch-rival Vermont in their initial 
meeting, the Knights were installed as heavy 
favorites to capture another Green Mountain 
title. A determined Catamount five brought the 
Purple right down to the buzzer before bowing 
78-77. Tarrant with 34 was the games top 
marksman. 


In the final road game of the season, the 
Knights pushed their winning streak to five with 
a convincing 83-70 win over the University of 
Hartford. Tarrants 34 points marked the four- 
teenth time that the lithe Junior crashed the 
“30” or better circle. 


Setting out to avenge last years humiliating 
defeat in Patrick Gymnasium, the Knights 
squared off against the now respected Cats. Be- 
hind Kryger’s long outside bombs, the Knights 
went into the dressing room with a slight 35 to 
32 lead. In the second half the Cats caught fire 
and led by as many as five points until Tarrant 
got hot and iced the game for the Purple by a 
score of 84-74. Richie scored 31 in the season’s 
finale.

Bill Cummins’ forte was his ability to come 
off the bench and spark a comeback rally. Big Bill 
Sullivan and Jim Dooley improved as the season 
progressed and this tandem took care of the “police- 
men” duties when things got rough. 

Senior John Jachym was just beginning to pro- 
duce for Coach Markey when he received an injury 
that immobilized him for almost the entire second 
half of the schedule. His versatility was a great asset 
to the club. Last but not least was Capt. Marty King. 
Marty was pulled from relative obscurity by Coach 
Markey during the Lejeune Tournament and told to 
take charge. Marty produced and the team immedi- 
ately jelled behind the chunky senior’s fiery leader- 
ship. Marty’s heads-up play will be sorely missed 
next season. 

Next year has to be the year for the Purple. Los- 
ing only King and Jachym, the Knights have to be 
considered as one of New England’s top teams. Coach 
Markey is high on Bobby Kryger and Bruce Stryhaus, 
both transfer students, to supply the backcourt with 
speed and the good outside shot that would help take 
the pressure off Tarrant’s inside scoring.

For the third consecutive year 
the class of 64 copped first place 
in the interclass football league.
